Strange  Inconsistency 


PREVAILING  inconsistencies  of  view- 
points on  the  working  capacities  of 
men  after  they  reach  a certain  age  are 
accentuated  by  a bill  which  Attorney- 
General  Bonner  introduced  in  the  British 
Columbia  Legislature  this  week.  By  it 
this  province  for  the  first  time  will  put 
a period  to  the  term  of  service  of  sti- 
pendiary and  police  magistrates.  At 
present  magistrates  are  at  liberty  to 
remain  on  the  bench  as  long  as  they 
choose,  and  some  have  done  so  long  past 
what  has  come  to  he  accepted  as  the 
normal  retirement  age  in  public  service, 
industry  and  commerce. 

If  the  attorney-general’s  hill  passes, 
as  it  undoubtedly  will,  magistrates  in 
future  will  be  required  to  retire  on  reach- 
ing the  age  of  75  years,  though  the 
government  by  order-in-council  may 
postpone  retirement  for  a maximum  of 
one  additional  year.  In  this  exception, 
but  this  only,  the  new  restriction  con- 
forms to  long-established  policy  federally 
and  provincially  with  respect  to  the  civil 
service. 

The  principle  of  setting  a uniform 
limit  on  the  length  of  service  of  all 
magistrates  is  good  for  a variety  of 


reasons,  and  will  no  doubt  be  approved 
by  the  legal  profession.  The  strange- 
ness of  this  bill,  however,  lies  in  its 
incompatibility  in  one  respect  with  the 
inflexible  regulations  governing  all  other 
branches  of  service*  to  the  Crown.  If  a 
man  is  deemed  to  be  physically,  mentally 
and  emotionally  equipped  in  his  middle- 
seventies  to  cope  with  the  exacting  duty 
of  dispensing  justice  in  an  overburdened 
courtroom,  why  must  all  other  public 
officials  bo  summarily  dismissed  on 
pension  when  they  reach  an  age  ten 
years  younger?  .Should  not  the  measure- 
ment throughout  he  a man's  capacity  for 
continued  service  rather  than  his  age 
as  marked  by  the  calendar? 

Pensions,  of  course,  are  the  compli- 
cating factor;  but  surely  it  should  not 
be  lieyond  the  bounds  of  possibility  to 
devise  a system  whereby  better  use  could 
lx*  made  of  the  aptitudes  and  experience 
of  older  men  and  women — who  are  fit 
to  go  on  giving  useful  service  after  they 
pass  the  statutory  milestone  and  who 
do  not  wish  to  be  put  out  to  pasture? 
If  governments  at  all  levels  set  an  example 
by  breaking  this  wasteful  and  often  cruel 
rule  other  employers  probably  would  be 
quick  to  follow. 


The  Need  Is  Now 


ONE  thing  that  might  he  done  to  lessen 
unemployment  is  for  the  federal 
government  to  move  more  swiftly  to  the 
aid  of  shipyards.  The  Diefenbaker  ad- 
ministration has  done  well  so  far  in 
efforts  to  ease  the  effect  of  industrial 
recession.  Its  defence  department  seems 
to  be  geared  to  a slower  pace  however. 

Recently  it  was  announced  that  more 
ships  would  be  added  to  the  destroyer- 
escort  program.  That  was  welcome  news, 
but  unless  this  is  implemented  soon  it 
won’t  mean  much  to  shipyards  laying  men 
off  by  the  hundreds.  Yarrows  for  in- 
stance is  idling  many  workers  this  week 
for  lack  of  orders.  While  temporarily 
better  off  VMD  may  also  be  faced  in 
the  near  future  with  the  problem  of 
keeping  its  skilled  shipwright  teams 
together 

A transport  department  ship  Is  to  be 
built  soon  on  this  coast;  thal  department 
should  hurry  up  the  bids  and  the  award 
of  contract.  Some  speedy  decision  might 
well  he  made  also  with  the  DEs  envisaged 
by  the  defence  department.  It  should  not 
take  another  six  months  or  a year  or 
more  to  get  the  work  under  way.  The 
Impetus  to  shipbuilding  Is  required  now. 


The  navy  will  need  thp  ships;  there 
can  he  small  argument  about  that.  Never 
in  its  history  has  the  RCN  had  too  many 
vessels,  and  so  long  as  a navy  is  main- 
tained ships  are  its  priority.  In  any  rase 
an  additional  ship  or  two,  even  of  the 
latest  and  costly  type,  is  not  an  extrava- 
gance. The  benefits  of  shipbuilding  aro 
not  confined  to  the  yards.  The  work  is 
spread  far  and  wide,  for  equipment, 
furnishings  and  all  sorts  of  materials. 
This  means  a widening  of  employment. 
In  turn  that  means  more  wages  and  more 
money  in  circulation,  with  much  of  it 
returning  to  the  government  through 
taxes. 

If  is  not  certain  of  course  that  local 
yards  would  get  the  contracts  for  con- 
templated new  government  ships.  The 
quicker  the  bids  are  sought  however  the 
better  their  prospects  are.  and  the  more 
hope  of  holding  skilled  workmen  at  their 
trades.  It  would  be  comforting  to  observe 
speedy  action  in  this  connection  by  the 
departments  concerned.  If  they  plan  to 
have  certain  ships  built  let  them  move 
heaven  and  earth  to  get  the  program 
going  as  soon  as  humanly  possible. 


Straight  Talking 


ONE  of  the  really  significant  speeches 
heard  in  the  B.C.  Legislature  so  far 
came  from  a woman,  Mrs.  Buda  Brown, 
a member  for  Point  Grey.  Mrs.  Brown 
put  the  problem  of  over-stressed  juvenile 
delinquency  in  its  proper  perspective,  and 
followed  that  by  an  excellent  plea  for 
more  realistic  treatment  of  actual  crime 
and  the  few  incorrigible  repeaters.  For 
the  sake  of  a few-  unadjusted  youths  too 
often  all  young  people  were  blamed,  so 
that  it  became  a fixation  in  the  public’s 
mind  that  the  younger  generation  was  no 
good.  Mrs.  Brown  asserted.  Nothing 
could  he  farther  from  the  truth,  she 
commented,  and  thpre  the  record  sub- 
stantiates her  reasoning  completely. 

The  cure  for  a misleading,  often  false 
and  always  ungenerous  misinterpretation 
of  young  people  rests  in  a belter  public 
anpredation  of  what  they  are  and  what 
they  are  doing  Whose  children  are 
working  their  way  through  colleee  so  that 
they  can  fit  themselves  for  life?  Is  it 
delinquents  who  collect  thousands  of 
dollars  every  year  for  the  Red  Cross,  or 


are  decorated  for  bravery  in  life  saving? 
Come  right  down  to  it.  could  the  uninhib- 
ited critics  of  youth  in  general  name  even 
three  known  delinquents  from  their  per- 
sonal observation  out  of,  say,  the  20.000 
adolescents  in  Greater  Victoria?  Mrs. 
Rrown  and  the  established  record  arc 
on  the  side  of  the  really  big  battalions, 
and  they  are  as  sturdy  and  fine  in  their 
time  as  Canada  has  ever  known. 

The  exceptions,  from  a very  thin  hut 
often  obnoxious  bottom  layer  of  today’s 
younger  generation,  were  not  overlooked 
by  the  lady  member  for  ‘Point  Grpy. 
Crime  was  crime  and  should  be  dealt 
with  as  such,  she  emphasized.  If  was 
ridiculous  to  admonish  young  repeaters 
charged  with  theft  or  burglary.  If  proper 
facilities  for  their  disciplinary  correction 
were  not  available,  the  Province  should 
see  to  it  that  this  was  remedied.  What 
always  will  be  unfair  is  to  brand  all  youth 
for  the  excesses  of  the  few  maladjusted 
and  undisciplined  individuals  who  have 
not  yet  learned  either  the  rights  or  the 
obligations  of  good  citizenship.

Search  for  Genuine  Peace

in  terms  of  “yes,  certainly,  provided  . . 

The  change  essentially  is  in  emphasis  rather 
than  in  fundamentals.  There  is  no  changp  In 
the  basic  U.S.  position  that  the  Soviet  Icadera 
must  preside  evidence,  at  the  foreign  minis- 
ter*' level,  that  a summit  conference  would 
prove  fruitful. 

Bui  the  U.S.  does  seem  now  to  be  trying 
to  convince  the  free  world,  and  perhaps  the 
Russians  as  well,  that  Ita  position  la  not  as 
rigid  as  It  may  have  appeared  In  the  past.

A few  weeks  ago  Diefenbaker 
spoke  at  a dinner  in  Toronto  honor- 
ing former  prime  minister  Arthur 
Metghen,  and  defended  the  position 
Metghen  took  in  the  1925-26  crisis. 
That  was  the  last  lime  neither  Tories 
nor  Grits  had  a majority  In  the 
Commons. 

Mackenzie  King  s government  had 
been  defeated  in  the  House.  King 
asked  Governor  • General  Byng  for 
dissolution,  but  Byng  refused,  and 
instead  called  on  Meighen  to  form 
a government  Meighrn's  government 
was  quickly  defeated  in  the  House, 
and  the  Liberal*  won  the  subsequent 
election. 

Dieb-nhakcr'#  approval  of  Meigh- 
rn's  part  in  this  old  political  drama 
surprised  some.  Did  it  mean  that 
If  Diefenbaker  were  defeated  in  the 
Hou.se.  he  would  look  on  approvingly 
while  Massey  called  on  the  Liberal 
leader  to  form  a government?

Thi«  Intriguing  possibility  ha* 
completely  gone  hy  the  boards  a* 
a result  of  the  Plrkrrsgill  Pearson 
spultermk  that  failed  to  gel  off  the 
ground. 

It  was  tagged  a*  a motion  of 
non -confidence  in  the  government, 
this  proposal  that  the  Tories  quit 
and  permit  the  Grits  to  take  office 
without  an  Intervening  election.  But 
its  defeat  transformed  it  Into  a 
motion  of  non  confidence  In  the 
Liberals  which  in  effect  the  Com- 
mons passed  130  in  9f» 

In  the  light  nf  that  it  would  he 
impossible  for  the  governor-general 
to  call  on  Pearson  to  form  a govern- 
ment in  this  parliament.  And  lhaf 
removes  the  Iasi  possibility  that  the 
Tory  minority  might  have  to  give  the 
Grit  minority  a chance  at  governing 
If  the  Tories  were  defeated.  Diefen- 
baker s right  to  dissolution  when  he 
requests  it  is  absolute.

Knowledge  can  be  acquired  only

Encouraging  Inti  Ira  lion*  that 
teacher*  themselves  are  alert  to  the 
importance  of  encouraging  the  in- 
pulring mind  come  from  the  U.S, 
where  several  recent  survey*  blame 
education's  shortcoming*  not  on  a 


lai  k of  good  teacher*  hut  rather  on 
‘ a shortage  of  serious  student*  with 
thp  aptitude  and  the  interest  to  get 
the  most  out  of  their  work  " That's 
ihe  way  Edward  H Redford.  assist- 
ant superintendent  of  school*  for  San 
Francisco,  puts  It,  and  hi*  view*  are 
supported  by  many  others  In  the 
teaching  field  Say*  one  New  York 
Pity  physics  teacher.  ‘The  majority 
of  youngster*  today  prefer  to  tike 
Die  softest  cla«*es  they  can  find. 
We've  got  to  find  a way  to  light 
•a  fire  under  these  kids” 

Trouble  lie*  in  part.  In  the  fart 
that  educational  frills  have,  in  many 
rases,  come  tn  assume  more  Import- 
ance in  mind*  of  pupil*  than  knowl- 
edge Itself  Thl*  I*  borne  out  by  the 
remark  of  one  Pittsburgh  school 
teacher  who  Rays  pupils  are  so  busy 
wilh  extracurricular  activities  they 
haven't  time  tn  study.  "When  I 
asked  one  pupil  to  slop  by  for  a 
chat,  he  looked  al  hi*  calendar  and 
said.  Let  me  see  now,  I think  I 
can  fit  you  In  in  a couple  of  weeks"* 
It  is  problem*  such  ss  these, 
rather  than  talk  about  education  for 
leisure  to  which  educational  authori- 
ties should  address  themselves  when 
they  men  at  Ottawa  in  February.

That  stage  is  a long  way  off.  but 
when  we  get  to  if  we  shall  have 
reached  the  stage  where  the  world 
will  have  an  Inexhaustible  supply  of 
fuel  which  can  he  taken  from  the 
mosi  common  source  of  all:  ordi- 
nary water.
